been in p riso n. Ho p kins is fifty -nine 
y ears o ld 
and is 
su ffering 
fro m 
tu bercu lar bro nchitis acco rding to 
a statement filed by his 
p hy sician 
alo ng with the p etitio n asking that 
sentence be su sp ended. 
Ho p kins was fo u nd gu ilty o f the 
charge by a ju ry in the circu it co u rt 
here befo re Ju dge Blair last Febru ­ 
ary . 
An ap p eal was taken in the 
cjise and the decisio n o f the lo cal 
co u rt was u p held and .he was denied 
a new trial. Pending the decisio n o f 
the su p reme co u rt Ho p kins was giv en 
his freedo m, being released o n bo nd. 
Ho p kins o wns a farm near Carthage 
and in a q u arrel o v er a line fence 
with his neighbo r, Lee So mers, sho t 
So mers. Ho p kins alleged that he had 
acted in self defense. 
His wife and so n were here to day 
and p aid their farewell v isit to him 
befo re he leav es fo r p riso n.

at the co u nty jail with her hu sband.

Orders w’ere issu ed to p o stmasters 
to affix p o stage wThen req u ested o n 
mail o f the seco nd, third and fo u rth 
classes, the latter being p arcel p o st 
matter. The stamp s will be p re-can- 
celed and the p lan is ex p ected to p re­ 
v ent the great waste o f time ex p eri­ 
enced by p o sto ffice 
p atro ns wdiile 
waiting in line to bu y p o stage and

Ile sho u ld no t enter u p o n 
any p o sted lands witho u t first get- 
ing the u nreserv ed 
p ermissio n 
o f 
the'o wner. He sho u ld u nder no cir­ 
cu mstances enter u p o n a game p re­ 
serv e when carry ing a gu n. He mu st 
lav e fu ll co ntro l o v er his hu nting 
lo gs and p rev ent them fro m chasing 
hickens o r scaring sheep . 
He mu st 
no t damage any fences no r leav e 
o p en any gates. When he discharges 
lis gu n he mu st be certain that the 
range do es no t co v er fru it trees and 
is no t in line to damage sto ck in 
p astu re. 
The hu nter will find his hu nting 
gro u nds mu ch diminished when he 
v isits fields which were a delight o f 
’o rmer 
reco llectio ns. 
Game 
p re­ 
serv es are gradu ally clo sing in all o f 
the best fields. 
Qu ail are being rep o rted as nu mer­ 
o u s this seaso n and go o d sp o rt is 
p ro mised to tho se who are fo rtis

AN ADJUSTMENT 
OF DIFFERENCES 


Has Not Yet Been Reached In 


Interurban Situation. 


CONFLICT OF OPINION NOTED 


While the Traction Officials In Confer­ 
ence With Gov ernor Ralston Say 
That Interurban Trainmen Hav e No 
Griev ances and Are Satisfied With 
Their Present Working Conditions 
Labor Leaders Say They Are Not. 


Indianapolis, Nov. ll.—A statem ent 
made by traction officials to Governor 
Ralston that interurban trainmen have 
no grievances to offer, and the failure 
of the labor leaders to obtain any sat­ 
isfaction from the interurban heads in 
a plea that they be given a hearing, 
are the late im portant developments in 
the labor situation. 
Robert I. Todd, president of the In­ 
dianapolis Traction and Terminal com­ 
pany and of the T. IL, t. & E. Traction 
company ; Arthur W. Brady , president 
of the Union Traction company of in­ 
diana and other interurban officials 
called on Governor Ralston and in 
conference declared that the trainmen 
of the several lines represented had 
no grievances and are satisfied with 
their present working conditions. 
The governor was informed that the 
officials had conferred earlier in the 
day with a committeee representing 
the men, that they had ex pressed 
themselves as being entirely satisfied 
with their positions and that they do 
not contemplate offering a set of griev­ 
ances. 
Labor leaders Insist, however, that 
the men are not satisfied, and to that 
end they are ex erting every effort 
toward having the difficulties submit­ 
ted to the company under a plan sim­ 
ilar to that adopted in the adjustm ent 
of the strike of the city streecar men. 
So far they have failed In all their ef­ 
forts In that direction.

Elsewhere 
a much simpler 
name is given 
the 
parasite. 
From its long association with 
higher form of civilization as em­ 
bodied in man, says the department 
bulletin; 
the insect has acquired a 
certain degree of intelligence and 
wariness. 
It displays unusual cun­ 
ning in escaping the vengeance of its 
enemies, both human and animal.

Frenchm an Invents N ew and Terrible 
Engine of Destruction. 
A new and terrible engine of de­ 
struction wiiose function in the alf 
will be the same as that of a torpedo 
at sea has been designed by Captain 
Reboil! of the French military general 
staff. 
Captain Reboul’s experiments with 
his aerial torpedo made comparatively 
little progress until the recent discov­ 
ery of a stabilizing device for aero­ 
planes by the French inventor Moreau.

Farmers are taking advantage of 
weather like that which prevails to­ 
day and is expected to continue for 
a few days to get their corn crop 
into the crib. 
Weather conditions 
have operated this fall to cause de­ 
lay in the annual 
task 
and 
corn 
gathering is back a few weeks. 
Corn gathering, like 
most 
other 
things, has been changed and im­ 
proved in late years. 
Formerly the 
farmer took out one wagon and all 
the men he could muster. 
The men, 
one working on the row the wagon 
knocked down in its progress, and 
the others ranged 
on 
either 
side 
moved( across the field in a broad 
swath. 
They raced, loafed, talked 
and missed the wagon with ears, ac­ 
cording, to their dispositions, 
and, 
as a rule, husked less than 
two- 
thirds as much corn as they should 
have husked. 
Now as a rule the farmer con­ 
trives to rig up a wagon and team 
for each man. 
The husking is done 
on one side of the wagon only, and 
there is no “down row.” 
As a re­ 
sult at least a third more corn is 
gathered per man and a better job 
is done. 


The season is again at hand when 
dumb brutes, horses 
especially, in 
the hands of careless owners suffer 
worse than at other seasons. 
Hard 
work is the lot of the horse at best. 
Yet the horse is strong, 
and 
the 
cruel injustice of his 
enslavement 
is supposed not to worry him. 
In 
busy seasons even the most heart­ 
less owner must take some care of 
the horse, as he would of a valuable 
machine. 
Now, and for some time 
onward, many horses will have less 
work to do than they had in the 
summer, and they 
will 
have 
less 
feed and 
less 
attention 
to 
their 
warmth than 
any 
living creature 
ought to have, unless the Humane 
Society sees that they have those 
things. 


That is exactly what the Humane 
Society was organized to 
do, 
has 
been doing, and will continue to do. 
The 
organization 
was 
never 
so 
strong, so aggressive or so well pre­ 
pared to keep watch over the whole 
county as it now 
is. 
The 
horse 
which 
some 
underwitted 
owner 
drives into the city of a cold, rainy 
day, and hitches to a post, rained up 
to heartless height, and leaves un­ 
blanketed will not escape the eye of 
some member of this excellent so­ 
ciety. And when the horse falls un­ 
der the eye of the society the owner 
will fall under its attention. He will 
be told what he must do. 
Then he 
may expect 
nothing 
better 
than 
affidavits and unescapable fines and 
publicity if he offends again. 
This is but one manner of abuse 
of horses. 
There are others equally 
bad—some even worse. 
And horses 
are not the only creatures that suf­ 
fer from cold and the lack of shel­ 
ter. 
Cattle are sometimes, though 
infrequently, so neglected, as to get 
their owners 
into 
trouble. 
Hogs. 
those humble quadrupeds who give 
their owners so little trouble and so 
much profit, are frequently denied, 
in winter, that tiny stipend of care 
which would make them warm and 
dry. All these, in fact all living and 
helpless things which men prevent 
from seeking their natural food and 
shelter, are the wards, so to speak, 
of the Rush county Humane Society. 
Immense additions of comfort have 
been brought to them in the last two

The Fountain county council, de­ 
termined in its opposition 
to 
the 
county agent feature of the Stahl 
vocation education law, is making 
preparations to resist 
a 
mandate 
from the circuit court for an ap- 
propitiation of $1,500, and will at­ 
tack the constitutionality 
of 
tho 
statute. 
A special meeting of the 
council was held Saturday to hear 
the opinion of Lucas Nebekar, at­ 
torney., regarding the validity of the 
law. 
Mr. Nebeker believes the law 
to be unconstitutional. 
He 
bases 
his opinion on two propositions. The 
first is that if the appointment of a 
county agent is a matter of local in­ 
terest, the vesting of the appointive 
power in Purdue university deprives 
(he locality directly interested of its 
rights. 
On the other hand, he said, 
if the matter is one of state-wide in­ 
terest, 
then 
the 
law 
is 
invalid, 
because it imposes taxes that are 
not uniform throughout the state. 
The council, after 
hearing his 
opinion, decided to test the validity 
of the law and, if necessary, carry 
the case to the supreme court. There 
is no fund 
available to prosecute 
such a suit, and the members of the 
council agreed to obtain money for 
the suit among the taxpayers of the 
county.

Bird s Cu t S teel Nettin g. 
Few hu mans hav e any idea of the 
g reat power that the beak s of some 
birds possess, say s the New’ Y'ork Zoo­ 
log ical Society Bu lletin. 
The bite of 
ev en the smaller of the order Psittncl 
is an u nforg ettable ex perience, and the 
macaws, the larg e g ray , and many 
species of the g reen parrots inflict 
terrible wou nds. The lower jaw is an 
Impressiv e ex ample of one of the 
forms of the lev er and is limited in the 
ex tent of destru ctiv e ability only by 
the size of the bird. 
When the larg e bird hou se in Bronx 
park was bu ilt, special cag es were 
made for the macaws and parrots in 
Parrots’ hall. 
The netting inclosing 
these cag es was su fficiently strong to 
imprison secu rely a larg e monk ey or 
ev en some of the smaller cats. 
By steady application, the macaws 
cu t ou t sections of this netting two 
and three feet long and from eig ht to 
tw’elv e inches wide. affording an easy 
passag e from one compartment to the 
nex t. 
To cu t this netting , a work ­ 
man is oblig ed to u se heav y steel 
cu tting pliers and considerable force. 
The netting was replaced with heav ier 
material and thu s far has resisted su c­ 
cessfu lly all attack s u pon it. 


For Playroom Floor. 
A g ood cov ering for the nu rsery play ­ 
room floor is cork carpet 
It is thick 
and warm. is w’asbable and does not 
resou nd with noise lik e hard boards 
or thin linoleu m. 


Th imb le In S igh t. 
Among g ames of search this Is popu ­ 
lar. 
The g reater part of the company 
being sent ou t of tk c room, a thimble 
mu st be placed w’here it will not be no­ 
ticed and y et be in plain sig ht when 
once tho attention is directed to it.

cou ntry with u nk nown opportu nities had penetrated his inner­ 


most self. 
Imag ine y ou r boy passing ou t of y ou r life at fifteen y ears 
to sail across the seas and liv e among strang e people! 
He 
spok e not a word of the Eng lish tong u e, y et as a stripling pf a 
boy , Mr. Feu dner came to America with dreams of accomplishing 
thing s—and a 
dream 
that nev er went 
u nrewarded as 
Mr. 
Fetidness life does so faithfu lly prov e. 


Not a word of German had Mr. Fendner heard from the lips 
of any person from the time he landed u ntil he reached Fort 
Way ne. His destination was Hu nting ton. He was abou t to leav e 
the train at Fort Way ne, his tick et’s destination, when he heard 
two men talk ing in German. Not.since his mother’s farewell at the 
doorstep had any thing sou nded so mu sical to his ears. 
He wras 
told that pay ment of a dollar wou ld tak e him on to Hu nting ton. 


At the ag e of six Mr. Feu dner had serv ed as an apprentice 
u nder his father, bu t to be a tailor was not his ambition, so he 
did not hu nt ou t a tailor shop when he arriv ed. Bu t the appren­ 
ticeship u nder his father serv ed him well, for in the nex t few' 
y ears when chances for a German boy were scarce he made g ood 
u se of his k nowledg e and made his own clothes. 
Mr. Feu dner’s first work w’as chopping w’ood, hu t the pay 
was small and the labor hard. He fou nd a place on a small farm 
near Hu nting ton. 
Ile remained there only a few months when 
the chance at a position as bak er’s boy wras fou nd. This was not 
to his lik ing becau se it offered nothing of w’orth for the fu tu re, 
and he brok e loose only to retu rn to the same trade a few’ months 
later* 


In those day s ev ery bu siness hou se had a woody a rd. 
Fate 
so arrang ed the stag e setting that the woodv ard of the bak e shop 
where Mr. Feu dner toiled adjoined the woody a rd of the Hu nting ­ 
ton Herald which was then owned by John F. Moses,,now of this 
city , and U. D. (’ole, now deceased, both of whom later edited 
the Repu blican. 
In spare moments Mr. Feu dner, as a cu riou s 
German boy with a desire to learn, 
watched the work in the 
Herald office. 
YYTien the offer to g o to work in the office came, 
he g rasped it eag erly . 


Throu g h day s and nig hts of toil, he work ed tirelessly and 
withou t complaint. 
He had a v ision and today he had the g ood 
fortu ne to see it in reality . 
His tribu lations were more than the 
av erag e person’s becau se he work ed u nder disadv antag es, bu t 
he rose abov e them all. 


He soon became an adept in the printing trade. 
Ile cou ld 
stb'k a line as fast and accu rately as the best tram p printer that 
ev er walk ed a tie in that day . 
By his k een mind he adapted 
himself rapidly to the bu shless and his employ ers realized his 
# v alu e as a work man. 
He adv anced rapidly , g oing from city to 
city in northern Indiana and each time bettering his condition. 
Finally a German newspaper, in which he had ju st been placed 
in charg e, was sold ou t at sheriff’s sale becau se the proprietor 
had lost interest in it. 
Mr. Feu dner retu rned to Hu nting ton. 
The cou ntry was then recov ering from the financial stress of 
18 7 3 and conditions were v ery bad. 
John F. Moses had, in the meantime, sold the Hu nting ton 
Herald and bou g ht the Ru shv ille Repu blican. 
While back in 
Hu nting ton one day , John F. Moses chanced to see Mr. Feu dner 
and learned he was ou t of work . 
One month later he wired Mr. 
Feu dner to come here and g o to work . 
That was almost thirty -sev en y ears ag o and today Mr. 
Feu dner sees the fru its of his labors standing abou t him—a news­ 
paper u nex celled in equ ipment—for which he g av e u nstinting ly 
the best y ears of his life. 
Once Mr. Feu dner was at it, his employ er realized lie was 
inv alu able, and he was g iv en a bonu s when he had an offer of a 
better jiosition. 
The time arriv ed ten y ears ag o when Mr. Moses 
was ready to retire. Mr. Feu dner already owned a small interest, 
and he w’as able to shou lder Mr. Moses’ share. 
Discou rag ements 
came often the first few months, bu t he work ed early and late 
u ntil resu lts were seen. 
Within a y ear after he 
became sole owner, 
Mr. Feu dner 
lau nched the Daily Repu blican. 
Prev ions to that it had been a 
semi-week ly . 
The daily won instant su ccess. 
By his thrift, fa r­ 
sig htedness and carefu l and fru g nl manag ement, he has bu ilt tip 
one of the hest newspaper pov erties in Indiana. 
Today , for 
mechanical equ ipment, it stands u nex celled in the field which it 
cov ers. 
There is not standing in the Repu blican office today one 
piece of machinery w’hich was here when he became proprietor 
in 19 03. 
YY^e are reminded, in closing , of a hook of fav orite thou g hts, 
ex pressed in the literatu re of times passed, which was printed 
here some few y ears ag o. 
Beside Mr. Feu dner’s name in this 
v olu me was the following , written by Confu ciu s in 551 B. C. and 
selected by him: 
“Lov e y ou r neig hbor as y ou rself; let reason ru le and g u ide 
y ou r condu ct; 
speak pru dently and manfu lly on all occasions. 
Let y ou r ex ample be so set brfore all men that they cannot av oid 
an ack nowledg ment of satisfaction and approv al.”

S p orts Help Good Look s. 
The best ex ercises for women, say s 
a phy sical director in a g irls’ colleg e, 
are those that are simply g ood fu n 
and hav e no su ch special object as the 
winning of a match. 
I wou ld not for worlds forbid women 
to play g ames lik e tennis, hock ey and 
g olf, prov ided that they wdll not tak e 
them seriou sly . 
The two essentials of any form of 
phy sical ex ercise are that it shou ld 
be enjoy able and that it shou ld be 
rhy thmic. 
If y ou enjoy thorou g hly , 
y ou r mu scles may g et fatig u ed, bu t 
y ou r nerv e force w ill not g et ex hau st­ 
ed, and if the ex ercise is rhy thmic, lf 
it g oes with a swing that bring s ev ery 
mu scle of the body into play , then the 
fatig u e will be that g loriou s, g lowing 
lax ness of body . 
The secret of that swing , of that 
rhy thm, is this: The body m u st mov e 
the limbs and not the limbs the body . 
W atch a fine w’alk er, a fine oarsman, a 
fine Ju mper. 
It is alway s the body 
that lifts and impels the limb. There, 
indeed, y ou hav e the secret of g race 
in ev ery action of life—y ou mu st mak e 
a g estu re with y ou r w’liole body , with 
y ou r whole w ill. 
A g reat weak ness of g olf, as of most 
other g omes play ed with a handle, is 
that the clu bs m u st be swu ng on the 
rig ht side of the body . 
Instead of correcting the u nwise pref­ 
erence we g iv e to the rig ht hand, su ch 
g ames accentu ate it w’hereby one set 
of mu scles (and one part of the brain) 
are dev eloped at the ex pense of anoth­ 
er, while the u nv aried swing from 
rig ht to left pu ts the body ou t of poise. 
Hock ey , too. has this fau lt (thou g h 
its rhy thm is more v aried and continu ­ 
ou s) and has the additional one of a 
low crou ched attitu de which cramps 
the org ans and impedes the breathing . 
Tennis is some way s finer. 
This 
mere than any other ball g ame ex er­ 
cises ev ery part of the body harmoni­ 
ou sly . Its poses and g estu res are many 
and v aried; the play er g ets a qu ick ey e, 
a lig htning flick of the wrist, the in­ 
stantaneou s speed of a cat on the 
pou nce, the power to hit with ann and 
body cu rled or far ex tended, and, if 
he will and is wise. he may hold th® 
rack et indifferently In his rig ht hand 
or his left. 
Unfortu nately , thou g h the rhy thm is 
continu ou s, it is jerk y , and. thou g h the 
g estu res are v aried, few of them are 
noble—a tennis play er rarely look s dig ­ 
nified—while, -when the g ame is play ed 
well, the nerv ou s tension (for women 
at least) Is apt to he too g reat 
Fencing is too fine an ex ercise to be 
ig nored. 
It g iv es su reness of poisp, 
lig htness of limb, g race of carriag e and 
a qu ick ness of ey e and of w’rist far 
g reater than tennis g iv es. It common- 
ly shares with g olf the u nwise pref­ 
erence for the rig ht hand (thou g h some 
are wise enou g h to fence with either 
hand), and it tends to ov erdev elop tho 
mu scles of the wrist and arm. 
As to horse riding , there is no sport 
more ex hilarating . There is nothing in 
motion more splendid than the free 
mov ement of the brav e creatu re u nder 
y ou , his qu ick response to hand or foot, 
the ming led sense of hazard and secu ­ 
rity , the sense of being lau nched in air. 
the flashing pictu re of the way and the 
qu ick w histle of the wind. 
* Bu t riding may be ov erdone, ev en by 
strong w’omen. The woman who rides 
to hou nds is a fine pictu re on horse­ 
back , bu t she is not alway s g racefu l on 
foot.

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HAWTHORNE’S TALE OF PRISON 


HORRORS is TO BE PROBED 


Charges 
Against 
Atlanta 
Penal institution Were 
Big Surprise. 
W 


HEN Julian Hawthorne, son 
of 
Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, 
ami his companion, Dr. W. 
P. Morton, coming out of 
the federal penitentiary at Atlanta, 
Ga., on parole, said that the prison 
was a “living hell*’ and a place of 
slow 
murder 
and 
told 
why 
they 
thought so they precipitated a debate 
that is likely not to end until all offi­ 
cials and employees of the prison as 
well as many prisoners of high and 
low degree are subjected to question­ 
ing. 
An investigation is to be held. War­ 
den W. H. Moyer, the object of Haw­ 
thorne’s most earnest denunciation, 
has requested it. 
The charges come as a complete sur­ 
prise generally, and particularly In At­ 
lanta, where the federal prison has al­ 
ways been regarded as a model. The 
Atlanta penitentiary, while smaller 
than the prison at Fort Leavenworth. 
Ran., was believed to be more effi­ 
cient, and when a new warden was 
named to take over the Leavenworth 
penitentiary several months ago he 
was commissioned to come to Atlanta 
to study the details of Warden Moyer's 
establishment with a view to installing 
some of the features obtaining there at 
Leavenworth. 
For Eastern Prisoners. 
The Atlanta penitentiary is tile place 
to which are sent all persons convicted 
In the United States courts in the east­ 
ern states. 
Fort Leavenworth is the 
destination of prisoners from the mid­ 
dle western states. The western pris­ 
on Is at San Quentin. Cal. 
Recently, within the last two years, 
in fact, a number of features have 
been added at Atlanta which have at­ 
tracted widespread attention among 
the advocates of prison reforms. 
A 
baseball league was organized among 
the prisoners, with games every Sat­ 
urday afternoon, which is always a 
holiday. 
A prison paper was estab­ 
lished and published monthly under 
tho name of Good Words. 
Already 
there was a prison orchestra, and the 
custom was inaugurated of furnishing 
music during meal time; also the ban 
of silence was removed during the 
hours allotted to the prisoners for play. 
Of all these things the public heard 
until the impression grew that the At­ 
lanta penitentiary was an ideal place 
of its kind. 
Then came the accusa­ 
tion of Hawthorne and Morton with 
unexpected suddenness. 
The promi­ 
nence of the two men gave something 
of verisimilitude to their story that 
would not have been attached to the 
revelations of an ordinary convict. 
They had admitted that they had nev­ 
er been ill treated and added that they 
were speaking out of no spirit of re­ 
venge. 
Hawthorne and Morton talked partic­ 
ularly of Insufficient and poorly pre­ 
pared food. charging that men actual­ 
ly were deprived of necessary sus­ 
tenance in order that a good financial 
statement might be made. Hawthorne 
talked dramatically of the “hole” in 
which recalcitrant prisoners were con­ 
fined. 
Description of the “Hole.” 
As he drew tho picture of this place 
of solitary confinement it was a hot. 
dark dungeon where men were strap­ 
ped by their wrists and left for hours 
upon the slightest provocation. 
Haw­ 
thorne told of the case of an old, half 
witted prisoner whom he called “Great 
Britain,” the name by which he is 
generally known among the prison in­ 
mates. “Great Britain,” he said, was 
constantly subjected to incarceration 
in the “hole,” when because of his 
mental taint he was not responsible 
for his actions. 
Hawthorne and Morton left Atlanta 
within two hours after their release 
from the penitentiary.

That farmers In the territory into 
which the Mexican boll weevil has 
spread, after having taken the advice 
of agents of the Southern railway, 
were able to produce cotton success­ 
fully, in spite of the weevil, has been 
demonstrated, according to President 
Finley of the railway company, who 
lately made a trip through the south. 
“The practical demonstration of the 
possibility of controlling the weevil In 
the territory east of the Mississippi 
\iv er,” he said. “is one of more than 
incidental importance. 
It means that 
the cotton is still to be the leading 
crop in that territory. 
Special atten­ 
tion Is being given to forage crops and 
to corn. 
Formerly southeastern farm­ 
ers boight large quantities of western 
corn for their farm animals.

The cotton crop in the south­ 
east. while not as large as in some 
years, is good and is being sold at an 
unusually good average price.”

Mrs. A. Springer, a pris­ 
on worker, said Hawthorne was an 
“old grouch” and not to be taken se­ 
riously. 
J. P. Mathiessen. a 
well 
known Atlanta musician, for several 
years director of the prison orchestra, 
said he knew Warden Moyer’s admin­ 
istration to be above reproach. 
A. C. 
Dram, for seventeen years a federal 
prisoner, came to the warden’s sup­ 
port, branding the charges as false. 
Prisoners Must Work. 
To outward appearances the prison 
is thus: Every prisoner has work to do, 
and most of the work is some form of 
manual labor. 
There is the stonecut­ 
ter’s shop, the tailor’s shop, the laun­ 
dry. the storeroom, the farm, the car­ 
penter’s shop, the bakery, in all of 
which there are prisoners at work. Be­ 
hind the group of buildings, bordering 
on the recreation grounds, is a model 
camp for tuberculosis prisoners. Near 
by is a plant in which soap is manu­ 
factured from the waste products of 
the shops and kitchen. 
Everything is operated on a basis of 
strict economy. 
A line of railroad 
tracks runs Into the grounds, and a 
string of freight cars is always there. 
The plant at which electricity is gen­ 
erated for light and power is always 
running. The entire plant appears to 
visitors to be a well ordered enterprise. 
“They are starving men in the name 
of economy,” said Hawthorne, and 
Morton nodded his head in corrobora­ 
tion. 
“Prisoners are subjected to treat­ 
ment that is nothing less than slow 
murder,” said Dr. Morton, who is a 
practicing physician. 
“There is never 
enough to eat. The warden attempts 
to feed strong men on 9 cents a day, 
and when he succeeds ‘toe brags about 
it There has nefer‘a"man gone into 
that prison but who undergoes a steady 
deterioration—maybe slow, but always 
sure.” 
“You hear of the clean cells in which 
the prisoners sleep.” said Hawthorne, 
“but you never hear of the ‘hole,’ do 
you? 
For the slightest fault some­ 
times for breaking a plate, sometimes 
for a little more or less, a prisoner is 
gent to tho ‘hole,’ a place under the 
main building for solitary confinement 
There the heat is terrific at times and 
the stench is bad. There the prisoners 
are chained by their wrists and held 
thus with arms outstretched for hours. 
And sometimes confinement in the 
‘holo’ is for days. 
Apparently a Model. 
“And the most miserable part of it 
all is that to outward appearances the 
prison is a model. There is always tho 
clean grounds to exhibit and the base­ 
ball games to talk of, the music at 
meals and the outward semblance of 
good care and consideration. There is 
always a smoothness and graciousness 
to the public. 
You are never told of 
the ‘hole.’ 
Nobody ever sees that 
Probably nobody knows of the solitary 
confinement cells and the uses to which 
they are put”

prison since Hawthorne preferred his 
charges, has refused to make a state­

formed no opinion that he cares to 
make public on the sensational allega­ 
tions made. 
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LOSE TWO YEARS OF LIFE. 


Noted Educator* Condemn the Fade In 
Schools of Today. 
Two years of useful life are lost to 
every American under existing educa­ 
tional conditions, due to the Increased 
fads adopted by schools and made part 
of their compulsory curriculum. This 
is the finding of a body of eminent 
educators, headed by President James 
H. Baker of the University of Colo­ 
rado, whose report has just been is­ 
sued by the United States bureau of 
education In Washington. 
“The great mistake in our education 
is to suppose,” says the report, “that 
quantity and strain constitute educa­ 
tion. Education is a question of doing 
a few essential things well and with­ 
out overstrain. 
The college has com­ 
mitted a grievous mistake In demand­ 
ing more in quantity than in quality 
produced under conditions of healthy 
normal development” 
The educators, who. say the bureau 
officials, spent years investigating con­ 
ditions. would have the elementary 
education of the young occupy only 
six years instead of eight. They would 
have the student pass through high 
school and college so as to be prepared 
either to enter the world at the age of 
twenty or, if desirous of taking up a 
profession, enable him to be equipped 
within two or four years later.

DETAILS OF THE 
MEXICAN POLICY 


First Is tile Determination to 


Oust Huerta. 


HOW MAY THIS BEST BE DONE? 


W hile the Administration Is W orking 


Out a Problem Which May Mean a 


Crisis in the Relations Between This 


Government and a Neighboring Re­ 


public, the President A sk s Self-Re­ 


straint on the Part of the Public. 


W ashington, Nov. ll.—For the first 
time it is possible now to give authori­ 
tatively some of the 
details of the 
adm inistration’s Mexican policy. 
Huerta must go; that is the unalter­ 
able determination of President Wil­ 
son and his advisers. 
How this most 
difficult and dangerous task can be ac­ 
complished is a m atter yet to be work­ 
ed out. 
With this determination as 
the basis of the president’s policy, 
H uerta’s acts as head of the Mexican 
government will not be recognized by 
the United States, nor will this gov­ 
ernm ent recognize 
the acts of the 
Mexican congress about to be called 
into being. Huerta has been informed 
of this determination, and so also have 
the European and other governments 
having interests in Mexico. 
No time limit, however, has been 
set by this government for the retire­ 
ment of Huerta, and no threat of force 
in the event of his failure to yield has 
been conveyed to him. 
These facts authoritatively announc­ 
ed to the correspondents in W ashing­ 
ton, have served to clear the atmos­ 
phere here regarding the Mexican sit­ 
uation, but they have not altered the 
seriousness of the 
predicament in 
which the administration now finds 
Itself. 
President Wilson and his ad­ 
visers have failed to move H uerta by 
moral suasion and are now face to 
face with tho unpleasant duty of being 
obliged to decide upon a course of ac­ 
tion for his elimination by some other 
means. 
Evidence 
gathered 
from 
many 
sources indicate that President Wilson 
still is determined to avail himself of 
every possible expedient before turn­ 
ing to actual intervention by United 
States troops. 
It seems certain now 
that he also will try other lines of ac­ 
tion before suggesting even the lifting 
of the embargo on arm s and ammuni­ 
tion along the Mexican border. 
The president’s sole hope before re­ 
sorting to either of these two expedi­ 
ents seems to be a possible acquies­ 
ence in this government’s policy by all 
the European powers and a shutting 
off at the source of all financial sup­ 
plies for the Mexican dictator. If this 
can be brought about administration 
officials believe that H uerta will be 
obliged to yield. 
Conferences that Secretary of State 
Bryan has been holding for two or 
three days with representatives of for­ 
eign governments lends strength to 
the belief that this government has 
hopes in this direction. 
Secretary 
Bryan is bitterly opposed to tho idea 
of lifting the embargo on arm s along 
the Mexican border. 
In his talk with 
members of the senate committee Mr. 
Bry^n has contended that such an act 
was not to be thought of in this age of 
enlightenment. 
President 
Wilson’s 
friends 
have 
made it clear that the president be­ 
lieves the utmost self-restraint ought 
to be exercised on the part of the pub­ 
lic in the present situation. W hat the 
administration asks for now on the 
part of the public is forbearance and 
restraint and faith in its ability and 
prudence to conduct the present deli­ 
cate negotiations to a conclusion. 


WON OVER TO OUR VIEW 


Material Change In Feelings of Diplo­ 


mats in Mexico. 
Mexico City, Nov. ll.—John Lind, 
President W ilson’s special envoy, has 
had several conferences In the last 
two days with Sir Lionel Carden, the 
British minister, and It is stated that 
the latter has m aterially changed his 
views and has been won over to the 
view of the situation here which is 
held by the W ashington adm inistra­ 
tion. 
It is indeed believed that all mem­ 
bers of the diplomatic corps have now 
the same opinion, although they per­ 
mit the impression to be spread that 
they are not in favor of the W ashing­ 
ton policy, so as to preserve the popu­ 
larity they enjoy here owing to their 
ostensible support of H uerta’s stand 
against the United States.
